Are the motorear owners who were 
fortunate ten years ago quite as devoted to 
motoring as a sport, now that they see the 
country pushed far away from their homes and 
the roads packed with others seeking it? 

These and a score of similar pertinent ques- 
tions are posed by a writer in the current 
Harpers Magazine who speaks as a reformed 
Rotarian, Kiwanian, Lion, or mere chamber of 
commerce ‘‘booster.’’ He is a Californian, but 
his wail of disillusioned distress may well be 
echoed by residents of other sections in which 
homelike towns have been ruined by prosper- 
ity. His children can no longer attend the 
public schools. Vacant lots for playgrounds 
no longer exist. He can’t take his car down 
town for lack of parking space, and if he tries 
to drive into the country on Sundays about 
all he sees is the stoplight on the car six feet 
ahead. He is done as a “‘booster.’’ No longer 
will his enthusiasm be fanned by the slogan, 
**Two Million by 1940!’’

The mood is likely to become a more com- 
mon one. How many cities have been spoiled 
by overpopulation? There was significance in 
Chicago’s abandonment of its ancient motto, 
‘*A city in a garden,’’ for the more domineer- 
ing one, ‘‘I will!’’ Having had its will, and 
become an uncomfortable spot as a result, Chi- 
cago is now spending millions in trying to 
adapt its physical conditions to the needs of 
the teeming hordes who have flocked to it. 
What has become of Detroit’s proud slogan, 
‘“Where life is worth living’’? Not even the 
busy real estate men there quote it any long- 
er. Its applicability vanished before ‘the flood 
of workmen for the automobile factories, and 
the fumes of the Ford smelters. 
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Are the crowded and fetid subways of New 
York an adequate recompense for the idyllic 
days when the best resident section was around 
Madison Square, and everybody that was any- 
body walked down Broadway to Wall Street 
about nine every morning? What New Yorker 
above fifty years of age does not regret the 
days when a man could be a “‘first nighter’’ at 
the theaiers, when a sleigh ride to McCombs 
Pass was an event, when Union Square was a 
park and not a ‘‘flop,’? when shad could be 
caught in the North River, and the Harlem 
Speedway still witnessed lively brushes be- 
tween famous steeds? 
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But cities will continue to grow even though 
the ‘‘boosters’’ reform. Is it not possible to 
divert the abundant energies of these gentry 
into undoing in part what they have accom- 
plished? Having made our cities great, let 
them, with equal zest and determination, take 
up the task of making them livable. The great 
metropolis of the middle West with its ‘‘Chi- 
cago plan’’ is showing the way. Why should 
it not be generally followed under the auspices 
of those useful organizations which thus far 
have recognized only the industrial and com- 
mercial phases of eivie progress?

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No Traffie Exemptions 
(Oakland Tribune) 


One of the first acts of the new chief, of 
the State Motor Vehicle Department is worthy 
of attention. It is an order recalling some 
3000 badges which, regardless of the reasons 
for their issuance, have served to grant their 
possessors immunity from arrest for speeding. 

Hereafter, it is announced, there will be no 
such badges given out, no special privileges 
or exemptions will be granted to anyone by 
the department. The public, generally, was 
not aware that large numbers of persons claim- 
ed the right to violate ‘traffic rules and point- 
ed to special badges as their authority. 

Frank G. Snook, the new head of the de- 
partment, has announced no exceptions will 
be made in law enforcement and with the an- 
nouncement has instructed the traffic officers 
to arrest all violators. The arrests, he says, 
must be made in a businesslike way, without 
rough treatment or incivility, the old method 
of ‘‘bawling out’’ an offender to be forgotten. 

It is hoped this policy is one to be adhered 
to strictly. ‘‘Hard-boiled’’ tactics on the part 
of the traffic men are not to be tolerated, nor 
is it right to handicap the work of those offic- 
ers by exempting certain individuals from ar- 
rest or warning. “Traffic regulations should 
apply to everyone, from those who frame and 
enforce them to ‘the smallest driver of the 
smallest car. 
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Health Instead of Weight 
(Santa Ana Register) 


The Yale University department of health 
pays attention to students’ weight and en- 
deavors to fatten those who are found to be 
too thin, This sounds a little old-fashioned 
in a period when reducing is the faddish thing. 
Perhaps it is just a matter of giving the thing 
a different name. 

What the Yale authorities are doing is to 
make students healthier. Persons in genuine- 
ly good health, whether students or not, do not 
need either to be reduced or fattened. 

There are many persons who need to re- 
duce, not for the sake of style, but for their 
own good health and efficiency and happiness. 
There are others who need just as much ‘to put 
on a few more pounds, the added weight being 
merely part of a general improvement of health. 

Regarding it then as a matter of putting on 
health or reducing un-health, the methods em- 
ployed at Yale are worthy of outside note. 
Students in the nutritions classes are urged to 
eat their meals regularly, to eat food contain- 
ing the quantity of calories their systems need, 
to eorrect any physical defects or chronie in- 
fections, to rest before the evening meal, to get 
adequate sleep at night and moderate exercise. 

* That is a regime worth following, not to 
make oneself fat or lean, but simply well.

Triumphs of Genius 
(Industrial News) 


Had our farmers employed the same meth- 
ods of sowing and harvesting 1926 wheat as 
were used 100 years ago, it would have requir- 
ed the labor of our 115 million people for nine 
months, and the labor of 50 million people in 
addition. By modern methods, the great crop 
was sowed and harvested by 3 or 4 million 
farmers in a few months. 

Statistics also show that had our railroads 
used same methods of moving the great com- 
merce of 1926 as were used but 20 years ago, 
cost to producers, shippers and consumers 
would be 350 per cent greater, and because of 
shortage of cars and lack of facilities, much 
of it would still be unmoved in the 
houses or rotting in the field. 

Just as our farmers met ‘the situation by 
using modern methods and machinery, so our 
railroads met it by providing additional facil- 
ities, including larger engines and cars to haul 
more tonnage per train.

Had primitive methods been used in cul- 
tivation and transportation of our crops and 
commerce in 1926, our condition despite bound- 
less resources, would not be unlike that of 
China or Russia, where modern methods are 
neither used nor understood and where both 
productivity and transportation are alike still 
in the primitive stage. 

As a people we have had the good sense to 
avail of the achievements of inventive genius, 
and have progressed and prospered as have no 
other people in the world. 

In regulating ‘transportation and publie 
utilities, we should see to it that facilities pro- 
vided to accommodate our growing industrial 
needs, like larger locomotives to haul heavier 
trains, are not wastefully restricted by laws 
reducing and limiting either capacity to serve 
the public in moving traffic or to earn a reas- 
onable amount on their cost. We are a big 
country and must do business in a big way.

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istAs Well As for Early Fall—Modes 
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for a Journey Back to Nature. 


HILE the months of July 
and August may marshal 
their cohorts of vacationists 
through the length and 
breadth of the land, the cooler 
days of September and the mellow 
days of October’s Indian summer 
are well-beloved in the hearts of 
many. Torrid days are easily 
borne if one sees ahead a refresh- 
ing playtime when mornings are 
cool! and occagions’ days hold a 
hint of crispness. And. active 
sporte—hunting, fishing, hiking. 
riding—are growing increasingly 
popular as time goes on. 
Appropriate apparel for a vaca- 
tion wardrobe that is to be worn 
im the woods or in the mountains 
tg imperative. It calls for an ele- 
ment of practicality without which 


.f would be a complete failure; 


there must be comfodrt—to a cer- 
tain extent synonymous with prac- 
tleality, and smartness must not be 
wholly lacking. And it ts quite 
true that the American woman had 
a mind of her own when it comes 
to her attire for active sports. 

The early fall outing may take 
you to some really rustic camp 
where there is need for what might 
well be termed “field and stream 
costumes,” or the resort may com- 
bine evening frolics of an informal 
gort with the more active sports 
of the day. In the latter event 
there will be an informal frock or 
two, into which you may change 
when the dinner hour arrives. But 
one characteristic must be present, 
whatever the garment, there must 
be the dainty touches that stamp 
it as feminine. 

Comfort The First Requisite 

But if you find it necessary to 
cast aside some one thing, be sure 
ft la not comfort. Pleasant action 
becomes torture when one’s clothes 
do not fit perfectly and accessories 
@o not answer the purpose for 
which they were intended. A too 
tight coat, or shoes that fit im- 
properly, may bring you in misery 
te the end of an otherwise perfect 
day. Yet—the necessity for com- 
fort should not make imperative 
the violation of any of the some- 
what rigid rules of the mode. 

very once in a while there ap- 
pears a startling note in the fashion 
gurmmaries, The knicker costume 
ie no longer correct! To a certain 
extent this note should always be 
exploited, for there are a very 
great many women for whom the 
lenicker is most certainly anything 
but correct. But for her who finds 
it becoming, it is always a fashion 
possibility, and new models of this 
practical garment combine it with 
a longer coat, which makes it a 
consideration’ for the woman no 
longer slender. 

And many of the smart sport 
souses include a skirt of the wrap- 
round type in the outfit, for there 
are times when the sportswoman 
will find it a welcome alternative 
te the abbreviated costume of 
which it is a part. The coat can 
quite easily reach to within six or 
seven inches of the knees and will 
thus provide the long line that is 
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the choice of the wearer. 
Fabrics Are Smartly Serviceable 


If.tradition demands practicality, 
and in this instance tradition means 
comfort, then the material from 
which the costume is fashioned 
must be durable, and _ possess 
something of beauty. But if either 
one of the two must! be sacrificed, 
let it be beauty. For fishing, hunt- 
ing and hiking, fashion offers you 
a choice of tweed, corduroy, linen, 
homespun, gabardine, khaki and 
covert cloth—either wool or cotton. 
Washable fabrics have virtue, and 
color is an item for consideration. 

Many of the materials offered 
come in tan—the shade of khaki 
cloth, This is a most sensibie 
choice, but it does not, of course, 
have the appeal of green—uad- 
mittedly the color of the hunter— 
and some prefer red, which is more 
Picturesque than practical, al- 
though some of the new rust reds 
are usable. The tweeds and wool 
mixtures, used for knickers that 
@re worn, usually, with a coat of 
contrasting color, come in a choice 
of colors. ; 


For A Really Practical Purpose 


Illustrative of the practical, 
withal comfortable, suit for rough- 
ing it, we have a motorist’s suit of 
corduroy—one would find it less 
sensible for motoring than for 
other outdoor purposes! It is a 
two-piece affair consisting of 
knickers and jacket, the latter of 
the lately approved cardigan style. 
The cut and fit of the knickers pre- 
serve slim lines, yet are quite large 
enough, and the jacket has a 
knitted belt and wristbands—to 
keep the weather out! 

It is imperative that special at- 
tention be paid to one’s shoes, for 
upon them may depend the suc- 
cess of your vacation. They should 
be made of either an oil-tanned or 
a chrome-tanned leather — that 
no dampness get through them— 
and should be not less than two 
sizes larger than the normal size 
of the wearer. For you are going 
te wear heavy woolen hosiery and 
plenty of room is imperative, And 
heels should be low while the 
shoes themselves should be high— 
if you feel you are sacrificing 
smartness, you'll have to, that’s 
all. 

For years tradition has ruled the 
riding kit, and it still rules, to a 
great extent. Both fabrics and 
colors have been conventionally 
correct. and tailering has been 
perfection, meticulously done. A 
new note has crept into the riding 
habit mode, and the woman who 
likes to be informally correct is 
hoping much regarding it. Per- 
haps it savors a bit of our West— 
and why not? The traditional West 
rides straight, and gives little 
thought to fine tailoring. The real 
West and the Bast, as well, may 
do the same. 

Possibilities For The Rider 


The conventional habit will be 
made to order. perhaps, although 
the shops carry complete outfits 


that are wholly carract as to fabric. . 
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line and color. Coats are slender 
of line and are rade of Melton 
eleth, whipceord or  gabardine. 
They are brown, tan, navy or 
green, and are worn with matching 
or contrasting breeches. The lat- 
ter may be linen-—and for that 
matter: the entire habit may be of 
linen, or cotton gabardine, or cot- 
ton bedford cloth, 

The formal habit pictured in- 
corporates into its perfection the 
soft felt hat—sombrero type—that 
hints of the cowboy outfit. Note 
the two-tone checked waistcoat—it 
might have been a solid color, the 
solt silk shirt, the mannish tie and 
the gloves of black leather. The 
boots are regulation—tan or black, 
according to the habit, the crop is 
braided leather, and she might have 
worn spurs with propriety. The 
links in the sleeves of her tailored 
shirt—of silk or English broadcloth 
would be, let us say, of crystal, 
with sterling:silver backs, 

For contrast—the informal rid- 
ing kit made up of riding breeches 
—just as carefully tailored as 
though it were a formal habit—of 
brown tweed and worn with a 
cardigan jacket of brown corduroy. 
Informal, as well, the shirt opens 
at the collar, and the little hat of 
French felt pulled down over her 
hair. The sombrero felt hat could 
have been a part of the costume, 
but never the more formal derby 
type. Oneis inclined to feel that 
the informal costume will grow in- 
croasingly popular with the woman 
who rides for pleasure. 

There Must Be A Utility Coat 

No sports wardrobe is complete 
without a coat of the utility type, 
as pictured. It possesses warmth, 
durability and smartness, and it is 
suitable for every purpose of the 
active sportswoman. There will be 
times when the “feel” of the fur 
around the neck will be welcome, 
and it adds a touch of charm to 
the coat itself. Such a garment is 
imperative and will tind uses every 
day. It should be loose and easily 
donned, it should have a comfort- 
ing warmth, and it should be

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An Evening Ensemble — Frock 
And Cape—Of Net And Taffeta. 
Color—Coral Sand 














T is an accepted fact that one’s 

enjoyment of an evening—for- 

mal or otherwise—begins with 

the right frock and ends at the 
same place. It will be weeks be- 
fore the real season begins, so far 
as social affairs are concerned, but 
evening attire is imperative at all 
seasons of the year, even though it 
may vary in its degree of formal- 
ity. And the late vacationist, as- 
sembling her wardrobe at a time 
when anticipation is the better part 
of pieasure, so far as fashion is 
concerned, will give thanks for the 
newest models, 

The tendency of the entire mode 
to what might be termed two sep- 
arate schools of design is specially 
noticeable in evening apparel. They 
are radically different, appealing to 
opposite types and temperaments, 
and the one serves as a foil to the 
other. Not infrequently both may 
be enjeyed by the same woman, 
which seems paradoxical in view 
of the fact that their appeal is 
so varied, and they serve to inject 
variety into a mode that some- 
times becomes monotonous. 

And if one yearns for even more 
minute classification, a third type 
appears, taking the form of the 
now familiar robe de style or 
period gown, a distinct departure 
from the other two, which may be 
roughly classed as the plain chiffon 
type and the brilliant and glitter- 
ing frock. The two latter are 
characterized by straight, simple 
lines, exquisite in their feeling, but 


the period frock is a bouffant af- 
fair that falls to the ankles. 

There is a vogue for the all- 
black frock, another for the dress 
made up ot a colored slip veiled 
wth black chiffon or black lace— 
the brocades being attractive un- 
der the latier, and both are classed 
with the simple chiffon type of 
frock. There is ample opportunity 
for the combination of colors in 
the model that uses chiffon, and 
unusual blendings—orchid with 
blue, blue with green, one pastel 
with another—are favored. Yel- 
low is favored, and now and then 
a scarlet frock appears. 

In some one or other of the 
many modes of the evening frock 
various fabrics appear. Satin, 
Georgette, crepe, taffeta, velvet, 
the metal cloths and the new rayon 
velvet are seen, and there is a 
somewhat sparing use of silk net, 
especially noticeable in the period 
models that take transparent hems 
to give the length necessary to the 
peculiar style. Hand-painted crepe 
satin ard metal embroidered nets 
are seen. 

There is sophistication in every 
evening model presented, but there 
ia more of youth and less of the 
former characteristic in the chiffon 
dress. It possesses much grace of 
movement and scores of little in- 
tricacies are used to acquire this 
grace, these same intricacies un- 
derstood cnly by the designer. 
Floating panels, flounces, long 


wisps of chiffon that hang down 
the back—<alled by the enlighten- 
ing name of ‘‘mare’s tails’’—are 
prominently featured and the re- 
sult is symphony of movement, 

For movement is the basis of 
the newest silhouette, no matter 
what sort of apparel is under con- 
sideration. Scarfs and scarf drap- 
eries, wing treatments, capes and 
fluttering ends are all a part of 
the mode of the chiffon frock, and 
wide sashes, panel effecis and yokes 
play a part in the general evening 
mode.’ The newest name for the 
kinetic silhouette, which represents 
mowement, is syncopation—but one 
name does as well as another, when 
the result is pleasing. 

The uneven hemline is a feature 
of the new models, dipping, some- 
times, to the ankles and rising to 
the brevity to which several sea- 
sons of short frocks have accus- 
tomed us. Evening frocks fly in 
the face of the daytime mode and 
refuse to wear sleeves, which keeps 
up the general characteristic of 
direct contrast in the same mode, 
Necklines are U-shaped, shallow as 
to depth in front, but deep in back. 

Fall will continue the fashion of 
the evening wrap of metal brocade, 
an exquisite affair in the shape of a 
square finished with a deep border 
of heavy hand-kmotted fringe. It 
takes on the lines of a dolman, the 
latter appearing In the advance 
modes for winter, and is correct 
for any evening occasion, no mat- 
ter how format. The brocades are 


imported, many ef them, from 
France, and show either smart, 
small patterns or striking large 
patterns. There are effective com- 
binations of color—black with 
silver or gold, silver with claret 
red or Chinese green, white with 
gold or silver. 

Evening wraps are also shown 
{in cape styles or in wrap fashion. 
The most costly fabrics—embroid- 
ered velvets and brocades and 
beaded materialsa—are used, and 
they boast linings of rich elegance, 
wearing furs of luxury and mag- 
nificence. Sable, mink, ermins sé 
chinchilla are preferred for trim- 
ming the fabric evening coat, and 
themselves provide the material for 
the gorgeous fur wraps that are 
the utmost in outer apparel tor 
evening wear.
